1.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


There  are  five  piped  supplies  in  the  area,  four  of  which  are 
chlorinated.  The  ws.ter  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 

quantity  and  every  house  has  its  own  piped  supply,  except  in  the  case 
of  a few  scattered  dv;ellings  such  as  isolated  farms.  There  has  been 

no  evidence  of  any  form  of  any  contamination.  There  are  no  stand 

pipe  supplies.

Samples  of  Effluent 

Three  samples  of  effluent  were  taken  and  were  reported  upon  as 
follows  : ~ 

1 , Smiths  Industries  Factory  (20,1.72) 

The  analysis  shows  that  the  effluent  was  neutral  in  reaction  cind 
and  free  from  all  but  traces  of  organic  matter.  The  tv/o 

metals  present  in  appreciable  quantities  were  iron  and  nickel. 

The  amount  of  nickel  present  would  not  in  our  opinion  impair  the 
v/orking  of  a bacteriological  filter, 

2,  Siewerago  Works 

This  was  an  effluent  of  very  high  quality,  almost  all  the 
nitrogenous  matter  having  been  oxidised  to  nitrate.  It  easily 
satisfied  fioyal  Commission  Requirements  and  was  suitable  for 
discharge  into  any  freshwater  stream, 

3»  Factory  Eft*luent  (Dye  Works) 

This  effluent  was  "iutstanding  in  that  it  contained  a very  large 
amount  of  albuminoid  matter,  In  this  respect  it  was  much 

stronger  than  crude  strong  domestic  sewage.  The  oxygen 

consumed  figure  from  permanganate  was  also  very  high  but  by 
comparison  its  B.O.D,  was  much  less  than  one  would  have  e:qpected. 
This  showed  that  the  sample  contained  a large  amount  of  organic 
matter  and  that  this  was  rather  resistant  to  biological  treatment. 
In  view  of  this  it  vrould  be  necessary  to  dilute  the  liquor  a great 
deal  either  with  water  or  with  ordinary  sewage  in  order  to  overcome 
tliis  difficulty.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  - REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Both  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  three 
collections  weekly  are  made  vith  the  exception  of  main  shopping  centres 
where  collections  are  carried  out  daily.
